, recently named as a leading Eastern Affsirs 
export in the We3t Herman Foreign Office, reiterated, in an informal 
conversation on 15 June 1954, his baaic belief that the Federal Hepublic 
mast remain tied finaly to the West, and that any neutralist policy is 
impossible. He gave no indication that he hae changeet his views ex- 
preaaed in his book, "The Tncompatible AlUes", in which he says that 
in the present sitention whers the U5SR has svallowed up buffer states 
and part of Germany itself, "the poositdlities open to Germany at the 
time of Bapallo have. disappeared, and. only two alteraatlvea are open to 
her. She can either seek ' 3ecurity against the Soviet threat by alliance 
with the Western powors, or else she can aliy herself with the Soviet 
Union. But in the event Of the latter. West Germany, and probably the 
rest of Europe, wcu.ld doubtleaa snare the fate of the East European 
oatellites". He stressed repeatedly the theme that, in the years 
iollovdng World War X, the alliance between Germany and the USSR was 
one of the blind and the léme, of two powera of relative ly equal strength; 
and that such a power relstlonship, one of two powera of approxLnat ely 
equal strecgth or wsakness, was a precondition for today 1 s relations with 



the USSR. 

Whlle ruling out a streng alliance now between the two powers, and 
enhorning finn ties with the West as West Germany* s only poesible course 
of action, ho did not eiiminate the possibility of some increasing ties 
with the East. He felt that it was natural for West German business 

interests to press for more business in the Soviet orblt ("look at what 
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Viusices 3 England is carrying on"), but also smphaslsed that the 
Soviet orbit was not in a good position to supply goods in returti. 

Ho pointed out that ha had talked to Pfleidorer (who had 
worked under him in the German Enbassy in Hoscow) after the recent 
Pfleidsrer statements on ties with the East. He eaid tiiat Pfleidorer 
had had no idea hov auch reaction the re would be to .his plan to inorease 
ties vrith Mosccv, and was conside^aWy embarraased by the exdtenient 
caused by his suggestions. -- J eaid ho told Pfléiderer reeer.tly 
that while he {Pfleidorer) know the USSR from person-» ‘i eccperlsnce and 
muld not te deceived by many favorable outward appearancea (by "Potempkin 
viHogea*') , other German Bundestag deputiee or other visitere to the USSR 
ndght very well be taican in.
